ILLUSTRATING TRUST EVILS. 


Appeals Directly to the 
Mechanics. 

AMSTERDAM, N. Y., Oct. 18.—Bryan's 
speech at Schenectady, where there is a 
large electrical plant, was a brief review of 
the general political situation, covering 
the trusts and the increase of the standing 
army especially.

If you have 
a number of large electrical plants, genius 
and skill and ability will be in demand, and 
if one manager is not willing to pay you 
what your services are worth you can go 
to another manager and get what your ser- 
vices are worth, because competition will 
compel each man to get the best brain and 
the best work possible.

Figures on Condition of the Troops 
Taken From the Report of the 


Surgeon-General. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 18.—The report of 
Surgeon-General Sternberg, U. 8S. A., says 
that the present force of the medical de- 
partment consists of 192 officers, which, 
he says, enough,-in view of the large 
number of coast defense stations, and the 
troops operatmg in Cuba, Porto Rico, 
Hawaii and the Philippines. The contract 
surgeons have renedered excellent service, 
but the surgeon-general thinks the corps 
should be increased. Reference is made to 
the good work the army nurse corps has 
performed. The medical statistics in the 
report relate entirely to the \dar year 
1899, and nothing is given concerning the 
statistics for 1900. A repart from the chief 
surgeon of the Philippines, dated Aug. 15, 
1900, As given, showing a percentage ot 
8.47 sick for the command, the total 
strength of the army in the Philippines at 
that time being 60,5544. The sick were dl- 
vided as follows: Sick in quarters, 1261; 
sick tn regimental hospitals, 1119; sick in 
military hospitals, in departments, 1241; 
sick in Manila hospitals, 1156. Total sick, 
5129. 

The surgeon-general explains tne condl- 
tions in the Philippines as follows 

“The exposures, 
of a prolonged campaiga are responsi'e for 
the large sick report and the relatively 
large death rate among the troops in the 
Fhilippines. However, the opinion is pre- 
valent among our medical officers thar in 
time of peace and doing only garrison dut) 
the sick rate of the army tn the Philippine 
Isiands woula be no higher than it or- 
dinarily is in the southern United States.”’ 

he surgeon-general has this to say of 
the controversial subject of insanity among 
the troops: 

“In the army, regulars and volunteers, 
during the calendar year 1898 and 1899, 
there were reported on the monthly repwris 
of sick and wounded 347 cases of insanicv 
and 202 of these cases, or 58.2 per cent, were 
committed to the government hospital ior 
the insane. One hundred and thirty-tive 
cases, or 66.7 per cent, of the commitments 
recovered in an average period 
months, 13 were improved, 6 died and 4% 
remained unimproved. Ninety-six of the 347 
cases were reported on the monthly reper ts 
of the troops serving in the Pacific islands 
and 32 of thes¢, or 33.3 per cent, were scone

The Colsons were indicted at the March 
term of Mattoon City Court, but the hard- 
fought trial resulted In a hung jury. Three 
weeks ago the trial came up again and re- 
sulted in conviction of both defendants. An 
unexpected turn was given events when 
Judge James Hughes set aside the verdict 
as to the father, because the evidence was 
inconclusive, and quashed the indictment 
against the son, because of a technical er- 
ror in the instrument. The latter was held 
under $1500 bond. 

The state attorney carried the case to the 
Circuit Court and indictments were re- 
turned last night against father and son, 
four counts each, bond being fixed at $1000 
each count. Gabe Colson entered a plea of 
not guilty, filing the required security. Offi- 
cers are looking for the son, who disap- 
peared from home last Saturday. 

The defendants are wealthy and proml- 
nent socially and politically.

ment on the moral suasion plan. It is ob- 
vious that in most cases a fine only in- 
creases the hartiships ‘of the abused wom- 
an and family, and adds another irritant to 
the domestic strife, while.imprisonment in 
a tWentleth century jail is not only no pun- 
ishment, but is a luxurious vacation for 
the crass brute who beats a woman. It is 
admitted that the penalties now applied do 
not deter, and that wife-beati.ag is not dis- 
couraged by fear of the law. hat a more 
effective remedy for the evil is demanded 
even the opponents of the whipping — 
admit, yet they fail to suggest anything 
in place of it. 

The efficiency of the lash as a corrective 
is not questioned. Bodily pain is the only 
form of suffering that can be felt by men 
of low intelligence and brutal instincts, 
and the fear of it is very likely to remain 
in their consciences even when all other 
norm1l mental processes are submerged in 
alcohol.

His desire to help support his mother 
against her wishes was responsible for 9-

Mrs. Miller was anxious that he remain at 
school and receive a good education, but the 
boy was obstinate and said that he would 
never rest until he could hand his mother 
some money at the end of each week, like 
his papa. 

When Brunoe was preparing for school 
Monday he stated to his mother that he 
would quit the school and go to work for 
a dairyman named Brunss, whose dairy is 
situated just north of the Fair Grounds. 

‘“‘Brunoe took his books with him Mon- 
day morning and I thought he intended go- 
ing to school, despite his many threats to 
quit,’’ said Mrs. Miller. ‘‘He came home in 
the evening and said he had been to school, 
but I have since found out that he played 
truant. He carried up some coal for me and 
was present as usual for supper. After he 
finished eating he left home and I have not 
seen him since. 

“He is a good boy, but has always felt 
that he should ald my husband in support- 
ing the family. Neighbors tell me they have 
seen my son on Brunss’ milk wagon. I have 
reported that fact to the police and expect 
to find him today.”

REPORTS OF THE ANALYSES 


PUBLIC IMPROVEMENTS BOARD 
TO ACT. 


Bacteriological Examinations Discour- 
aging to Promoters of the New 
Water Scheme for the 


City Supply. 


A final report on the Meramec springs 
water scheme will be made in a few days 
by the waterworks committee of the board 


of public improvements. 
The committee’s report 
quent action of the board will determine 
the fate of the plan to change the: source 
of the citv’s water supply to the Crawford 


County springs. 

The principal feature of the statement 
which the committee is now preparing, will 
be the report of expert chemists and bac- 
teriologists on samples of the water which 
the committee secured on its recent visit 
to the proposed source of supply. 

The results of these analyses, especially 
of the bacteriological ones, have been ex- 
tremely unfavorable, and the statements 


of the scientists who have conducted the |. 


tests will be the strongest argument put 
forth by the committee against the adop- 
tion of the Meramec plan. 

The committee, consisting of Water Com- 
missioner Flad, President McMath, Sewer 
Commissioner Hermann and Harbor Com- 
missioner Alt, spent three days last month 
on a fishing trip in the vicinity of the 
springs. They did not bring back, many 
fish, but they were loaded down by the 
weight of numerous bottles, containing 
samples of *Meramec springs water. On 
their return these were sent to Drs. Teich- 
mann and Ravold of the health department 
and to outside chemists, who have, been 
making’ simultaneous tests. 

It is said the forthcoming report of the 
committee, which will embody the results 
of the scientists’ work, will be unfavorable 
to the Meramec plan, on the ground of:im- 


purities in the water. 
Drs. Teichmann and Ravold have made 


frequent reports to the waterworks com- ' 


mittee during the progress of their ex- 
amination of the water, and say that they 
can make no statement on the results of 
their tests until the committee has re- 
ported. 

Water Commissioner Flad, to whom .the 
reports of the health department scientists 
and the other chemists who have been 
working on. the matter have been sub- 
mitted, said: 

‘‘We expect to finish our report In a few 
days, and it will then be made public at a 
meeting of the board. It will rest with the 
board as a whole to act as it sees fit. The 
chemical and bacteriological tests have 
been very thorough, and the findings of 
those who have made the examinations of 
the samples of water will be of great value 
in helping the board and the public to de- 
cide on the merits of the plan.’’ 

Whether the promoters of the Meramec 
plan could bring their proposition before 
the municipal assembly without the appro- 
val of the board is a mooted point. n- 
favorable action on the board’s part might 
result in a test of this question.
